.The situation cii Wmm: led Knee between the Teds and the citizens of the Indopce*** 
deni OgUia nation Remains stalemate J. Since the last newsletter, the government 
has presented a four -page proposal which amounted to nothing more than uncon-* 
ditional surrender, which the Indiana naturally refused. The government remains 
adament in not taking the oemmub* of the Indians seriously. Government forces 
have been beefed-up around the perimeter cf Wounded Knee. BIA Indian police, 
have been called in in large numbers from reservations from around the country 
and are serving, at least foi (In* time being, as a back-up force. There have 
been a couple. of heavy firelights this past week, fortunately, without any casualties. 
Contrary to media reports," most of the shunting has been between the feds firing 
at one another from different positions. They really don't: know what they arc doi'pg 
and they arc also afxaid. As a consequence, they have been real trigger happy, 
f The feds are so inept:, that when they fire off flares at night, they sometimes shoot 
t them up. into the wind, only to have them come down on their own positions. {They* 
must have been trained by the -AiTVNs. ) 

One tactic being used by the government is to* make it appear that the famiLico 
of Wounded Knee do not support the take-over and declaration of sovereignty. Thor 
• families were the ones who requested AIM to come in, in the first pLace. Last we.el 
i when the roadblocks were temporarily lifted, the government told the residents that 
^ they .would be free to go into Pine Ridge for food, laundry, etc. , and that they 

| would also be free to re-enter Y/ounde.! Knee. When the people tried to get back,

v Recent developments in the trial of Gary Lawton, Neheraiah Jackson and La 
Gardner have given cause for some limited optimism that these three brothers 
might be getting out of jail. After having been flatly denied bail for almost two 
years, the court has finally sot a bail of $50, 000 for each of the defendants. W ) 
most courts* would have immediately released them on personal recognizance bo 
after the 9'*3 verdict for acquittal in their first trial, it does nonetheless rep ro' 
a small victory that they now a l least, have a chance of getting released on bond. 

The problem of actually raising the $150,000 is something else altogether! 

The trial itself has been scheduled for May i4lh in the city of Riverside, T'» 
date no judge has been chosen to hear !hu case. Moving the trial from Indio to i'.* 
side will certainly be a big help to the defense, given the increased visibility and 
community support they will receive there. John Thorn, * George Jackson's old i - 
yer, wan Gary's attorney for the pretrial motions for’ thg'sccond trial. Gary is 
still without a lawyer for the trial itself but a few attorneys are seriously consicL 
ing taking the* case. * : * * * '* 

Generally/ the RFD is* continuing/'its bar rhssrncnt of the defense effort arid o* 
the brother's in jail. ‘ Gary's health TiUs improved somewhat but still is subjected 
to regular abuse by the guKirds.

Following are briefs of some information that we have come across. If anyone 
has further information or documentation that supports this info please send it to v: 
The US has been training British ahd Brazilian troops at Camp LeJeune, NC. 
The eirerciscs 'have’ involved ' iirt curs ions into Puerto* Rico ford'riot" training and 
were ostensibly 'good will 1 miosions. Other countries have been’ receiving training 
by US Slate Police in this country. These actions indicate a general shift in US 
foreign’ intervention from use of our troops to use of the indigenous forces for 
counter-insurgency to prop up new puppet regimes that are pro-US. It is possible 
that there may be a new type of S.VATO alliance formed in the next year where the 
US maintains its influence, not by direct participation, but through those satellite 



reg\mos. 

The mam thrust of the Nixon administration is to reduce the visibility of the 
wai therefore, much of outwork is to increase the visibility of the war and to 
explain its relevance to working, tax paying Americans. Hence, one of our main 
focuses of research has been on 'civilianization* of the war. The recruiting of 
civilian forces to continue our involvement and attempted control of Indochina is 
a violation m spirit of the whole agreement signed with the Vietnamese. This is 
a specific violation of Article 5, Chapter * and Article 6, Chapter Z. Why is it 
that Lie Nixon Administration has millions of US tax dollars to use in an illegal 
war the. treaty was signed, while there is decreasing aid for medical programs, 

nd hospijals, education, housing, veterans’ benefits, unemployment, food, etc. 

Nuclear Weapons is another area in which we have been doing research. We 
received a call from Colorado VVAW who informed us that they received information 
on the transfer of the 134th Air Combat Wing from Offutl A F B , .Nebraska to THai- 
anc. The 1341b hay the triggering devices /or nuclear weapons. We have heard 
rom some former NSA people that there have been nuclear weapons stored in Thai- 
land for several years. This transfer was to take place in the early part of January, 
just following the intense bombing of Hanoi and Haiphong. When we received this 
information we relayed it to friends in Washington DC, where hearings were in 
progress concerning some, of Nixon's new appointees. The day after we called of- 
. ficial questioning were made on the US policy of using nuclear weapons in Indochina. 
During this time, Clements, one of Nixon's appoi utocs-admitted publicly that the 
posBiMxty of. using nukes in Indochina had not been ruled out.

Prank Pulls Crow's invitation gave the marchers the 
all important legitimacy to enter Wounded Knee; at the 
same time, the political reality dictated such that strong 
opposition — armed opposition — was realistically antici- 
pated. When the marchers encountered the police confrontation 
yesterday afternoon in 3ennett County (unliberated zone), the 
tactical retreat was necessary. The purpose of the c : ... 


retreat was to come up with another method to reach the desti-. 
nation. 


Since the unliberated zone must be passed, the decision was to 
take a side route (mountain area) and attempt to reach the chief's 
house . 


The ..reason nf .for this risk : Prank Full's Crow has asked the 
marchers -to reach the area in order to encourage the residents ( ■ 
who are becoming increasingly upset about the Dick Wilson's 
goons) to openly. support the traditional order — the AIM posi- 
tion-, ; $ho.uld the .support .increase. -in fa.vor; of the traditional • 
"leadership, 'the- "legitimacy of the BIA position quickly diminishes,, 


NOTE: Rosebud is a semi- liberated zone in which the AIM people' 
(and their supporters) can f-rxipcsrafaiy fairly safely move 
about without much risk (troubles from the BIA and Feds),, 


As the sign of increasing support in favor of the traditional 
leadership, the Federal authority is becoming fast alarmed abo ut 
the possibility of turn-around in the "legitimacy" sazxzxzz 

Thus, the last phase of march became rapidly crucial for

Frank Clearwater has died 

More information to follow, possibly with analysis 
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RAPID CITY/ S.D. — A group of 
Asian Americans from the Los An- 
geles area reported they arrived 
here safely and joined on Easter 
Sunday the pilgrimage to break 
the blockade cZ Wounded Knee. 

Tho coniingont — mario up pri- 
marily of persons of Japanese and 
Chiiwse descent— is ono of many 
1 jrronpvga (heringdn tltis’Soutli Da- 
kota. town to show support for the 
Indians who have been holding 
Wounded Knee for some 57 days. 

The support groups are partici- 
pating; in a peaceful march which 
began yesterday from Rosebud 
Reservation into Wounded Knee. 
Purpose of the march is to take 
food and medical supplies into the 
area- 

Approximately one-third of the’ 
400-500 people inside Wounded 
Knee is reported to be affected by 
pneumonia, colds and other ill- 
nesses. Pooa and medical supplies 
have been virtually blockaded by 
U.S. government officials who 
'hope to starve out the Indians and 
force settlement,'* according to 
spokespersons for the Asian Cau- 
cus in Support of Wounded Knee. 

Last Wednesday, it was report- 
ed a one-ton air drop was success- 


fully made, _ which should last the 
Wounded Knee population about 
one week. However, this resulted in 
four men being wounded by heli- 
copter fire while trying to pick up 
the supplies. One of the men, 50- 
ycar old Frank Clearwater, is near 
death. Since that incident, non- 
military planes have been forbid^ 
- den-to^f ly-*o vGr «fchc . 

•Imspiie-of the *f act- that.’ at* least* 
jGO persons have reportedly been 
arrested while trying to reach Ra- 
pid City, the group of Asian 
Americans said they decided to 
make the five-day journey "to 
show the Indian people physically

One spokesperson said, “You can 
see that news of .Wounded Knee is 
hardly being covered by TV and 
is pushed to page 16 in the L.A- 
Times — that is, if they cover it at 
nil. We feel this is a deliberate 
blackout to curb the interest and. 
sympathy of -the public. 

"Therefore, it's important ’for us 
to go and see first-hand what is 
happening at Wounded Knee and 
bring the news back to our com- 
munities. That’s the only way we'll

On April 5, a six-point agree- 
ment was reached between the 
Nativo Americans- at Wounded 
Knee and the United Stales. How- 
ever, this agreement has not been 
Implemented because of differ- 
ences of interpretation, 

A major agreement for the Na- 
tivo Americans calls for the fol- 
lowing: "The parties agree to ef- 
fect meetings between the White 
House and the traditional chiefs 
... so that those .Sioux represen- 
tatives may outline the need of 
and workings of t Tie Presidential 
Treaty Commission ... as a 
Imcthoft of the J8G9 Sioux Treaty. 
These poolings will be held dur- 
ing thq ;hird week of May." 

This’ point, buried in the media, 
is the J\ey to agreement for the 
Native Americans. It allows them 
to bypass the hated Dept, of In- 
terior pud Bureau of Indian Af- 
fairs, Eijrthermere, "it recognises, 
tho *r a £i U o n a T lenders, their i 
chiefs, gs authority rather than I 
Richard Wilson, \yho heads the 
BIA trijaal council. 

Lack of agreement on this 
point i3 the major reason why 
Nativo Americans ” at Wounded 
Knee have refused Lo disarm. 

Government officials contend 
tlie meeting will not occur while 
tho Indians are stilj armed. The

1 been held satisfactorily; when 
they can belie vo tho U.S. is ser- 
ious about the treaty commission. 

When and if tho. federal govern- 


i ment shows sincerity, AIM mem- 
bers have agreed to put down 
arms and submit leaders to ar- 
rest, according to tho April 6

tjgtions. It further indicates in- 
sincerity on the part of tho gov- 
ernment towards recognizing In- 
dians as a sovereign people. 

As a result, federal troops are 
continuing 1 the maintenance * of 
tho blockade, thereby endanger- 
ing lives at Wounded Knee. He-, 
cent reports- from persons in 
Rapid City, South Dakota, have 
stated that: 

1) On April 17, a patrol of four 
men were ambushed by U.S. gov- 
ernment forces. Three are In ser- 
ious condition and one is near 
death. This act came immediate- 
ly after the Wounded Knee air- 
lift which brought food and medi- 
cal supplies. 

2) More federal troops have 
been flown in to maintain the 
blockade at Wounded Knee. There 
are now approximately 350-500 
troops present. 

3) There ha3 been an incrcaso 
of military helicopters. 

4) People at Wounded Knee Gt*e 
receiving only 250-400 calories 3 
day per person. ~ 

5) There is continuing severe 
weather. 

As a result of this federal 
blockade, thero have been many 
casualties. 

Based on llicso facts, the Amer- 
ican Indian Movement (AIM) 
leadership has appealed to nation- 
wide supporting groups for assist- 
ance in breaking the blockade. 

— Tho Asian Caucus in Support of 
Wounded Knee, in response to tills 
plea, has sent representatives to 
join in tho solidarity action to 
smash the blockade. This action 
was scheduled for April 22, Easter 
Sunday.

The main thing is that we must 
fight injustice and support each 
other, especially in crucial times 
such as these. Those of us who* 
want to see positive change In 
this country must support the Na- 
ive American struggle for self- 
dctcnriimUion. Tho Nativo Ameri- 
cans at Wounded Knee are not 
afraid to fight and die if it will 
mean a better life for thoir peo- 
ple. It is never too late for free- 
dom.

The struggle continues at Wounded Knee and those of us } 
on the "outside" have’ had a hard time getting accurate 
information, through established sources of media, about the 
actual events going on there. Conflicting and contradictory 
statements by the press and other news media have only served 
to confuse and consequently dampen public support and awarer 
ness, of wh~.t is happening at Wounded Knee.. , . 

For. example, just as the last issue of the Gidra was," 
going to press, statements began to flash .on the radio that 
Dennis Banks and Russell Means-leaders of AIM and chief 
negotiators with the U.S. governement-had mysteriously 
disappeared from Wounded Knee in the middle of the night 
and were being replaced by new negotiators. • Implications and 
rumors flew that they had been beaten and kicked out of the 
new nation and/or that they had deserted the struggle. The 
truth is that Russell Means and Dennis .Banks did not- desert 
and are still very much.. in the leadership at Wounded Knee. 

In fact, it was Russell Means, representing AIM and the 
Oglala Sioux Nation, who signed a six ppint pact on April 15, 
1973 with Assistant U.A. Attorney ‘Genral, Kent Frizzell, in

to play up as a ‘'rift 1 * in the leadership at Wounded Knee was 
iii actuality a move by the Native Americans to broaden the 
leadership base of the Oglala Sioux nation- by strengthening 
apd respecting the more traditional- leaders of the Sioux nation"- 
it was in this spirit that more Native Americans were designated 
to negotiate with the U.S, government,- 

For a picture of the latest events at Wounded Knee, then,. . 
we must turn to our own sources. In our most recent reports 
from 'Wounded Knee supporters in Rapid City, South Dakota (dated 
April 21st) we learn that: 

— ■ * — Approximately one-third of the 400" to ’ '500 people 
inside Wounded Knee is reported to be affected by pneumonia, 
colds and other illnesses. Food and Medical supplies have been 
virtually blockaded from the onset of the action in the U,S, 
government's hops to starve out the Indians and force settlement. 
The only way supplies have been brought in is through lawyers, 
backpack and other means through the back country. Last 
Wednesday, it was reported a one ton air-drop was successfully- 
made, which should last the population approximately one week, • 
However, this resulted in four men being wounded by U,S, gov’t 
helicopter fire while trying to pick up the supplies. One of 
the men, 50 year old Frank Clearwater, - is near death. Since 
then -it has 'been outlawed for any non -military plane to be 
flying that area, 

“——---The U.S, forces have opened up indiscriminate firing 
.from machine guns on all persons, including women and children, 
in Wounded Knee, Approximately 20,000 rounds of ammunition 
has been sprayed on Wounded Knee. More troops have been flown 
in. There are approximately 350 to 500 troops now at Wounded 
Knee, There has also been an increase of military helicopters, . 

—The same kind of equipment used in Vietnam such as 
electronic sensors is being used on the ‘Ho. Chi Minh Trail' 
of Wounded Knee, . • 
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"”T~: Reservations in the surrounded area of Wounded Knee 

are being 'harassed by BIA Indian police who are paid with 
U.S. government povery funds. ( that was one program that 
was not cut back); BIA police have burned homes, raped women, 
and beaten people including older Indian people.

There are a constant batJijh of new people to Interview and 
ha hearings for and arrange hail for and etc. 

We had .a group of arraignments today. The Judge gn ve ur. 60 
days to make pre -arraignment and pre-trial motions. He also 
declined to set trial dates. So, trials are in the indefinite 
future. After this is all over, I imagine that they will 
figure out seme orderly way to set trial dates. They are no 
more anxious than we to force these cases to trial. • 

The cases that come by way of complaint usually go for weeks 
without preliminaries. We file motions to dismiss fifter ten 
days when defendant is in custody and twenty days when not in 
custody. This forces them to file indictments or dismiss. They 
usually file. 

We need more legal people, especially lawyers for all the 
appearances. On the 'other hand, finances are hard to figure 
out. • Our present facilities for living and working are pretty 
.full. I dont know how easy it would be to get the money for. 
another house to live and work in, extra phones, etc. Money 
seems to be always a problem which is always somehow solved, 
but .... 

What is needed most Are- people who cam come here in a £e w 
weeks/months and stay for a long time. In the meantime, 
we need people vrlth two week - two month committments'. 

.How many lawyers per case is an irrelevant question ' now. 

Evidently, the lone: term strategy involves taking th'e "heavy’' 
cases first and doing big Jobs on. them. Change of venue, big 
jury challenges, large political trials. Then, the fates of 
the remaining defendants wl.ll largely be -determined by what 
happens with the test cases. In the meantime, there is now 
a steady stream of interim work to b e donw which almost 
defies strategy and politics because of the immediacy, urgency, 
and basic-ness of the work to be done. Each night we have 
meetings and decide, "so and so will do morning arraignments, 
so and so will do jail interviews and bail hearings, so and so 
will do research on the affirmative actions, another will stay 
and answer phones and co-ordinate, another will make the four 
hour round trip to the Pine Ridge Jail to bail our some people, 
and etc and etc." Sometimes these plans work out, sometimes they 
dont. 

An important reality is that AIM makes the political decisions. . 
They dont trust many whites. The ones they trust the most are 
the ones who have been here the longest. Those of us droppers-by 
will probably never be trusted and. never be part of political 
decisions. Being part of the Guild is no particular credential 
here.

And the 
Constitution* your Constitution* not mine* I'm uh, I'm there 
at my tru—with my treaty rights. .A piece of paper that 
says that* my treaty says that it is on par and equal to- the 
Constitution of the United States of America* the law of the 
land. And if this time* if this time the United States of 
America refuses to live up to its treaty commitments * its 
sovereign treaty commitments*^ then there is no use for every 
person of color in this United States of America to live. 

Cause we haven't, we've got our laud base. We've got our 
sovereignty as defined by the Supreme Court of the United 
States. We have a treaty* as good as your Constitution. And 
yet thei^ surround us yomigos (phonetic). And your Federal Courts 
ignore and put off and postpone and continue our law suit 
citing case after case after case that it takes a proclamation 
from the United States of America to military -surround any 
people. The last one to do it* the last two Presidents to do 
this* was Presidents KENNEDY and JOHNSON when they surrounded 
Blackf eet »-- - But they issued a proclamation. Nov; I'm an Indian. 
And they haven't got the decency* even though we have a 
treaty* to issue a proclamation. They didn't do it* man. 

Now I'm not going to run through the* the atrocities and the

tyranny Indian people run through, and I’m not going to run 
through any goddamn statistics, because I' know you. already 
know about the 371 treaties. Your educational system has 
taught you that, I know this. I went through the same 
educational system. I know that the 371 treaties that I 
learned about came from your educational institutions. I 
also know that j^ou do not violate the sacred laws of a 
democracy. You do not violate law and order. All I can 
relate to you; I don’t want to compare nothing, you know I’ve 
got so > much to say and so little time to say it in, that 
that in itself is -an atrocity*'* I’ve got 25,000 years to 
explain to you in this hemisphere, I am the only one that I 
can say I am the evidence Of the Western Hemisphere. And no 
one gives a damn about FRANK CLEARWATER. He’s only a, body 
count in the Herald-Examiner headlines— -first death at 
W’ounded Knee. You know a few of us came out. A few of us 
came out from Wounded Knee, facing 85 , 85 jrears in the Federal 
Penitentiary,- And tomorrow, you know, they’re revoking my 
bond of $ 50 , 000, they’re revoking it tomorrow morning at 9:00 
o’clock this time; and so I go to prison. So what, another 
Indian. And I go to prison for 85 shears. Andyour President 
is~~you know — I know you can cite intellectually and academically 
all the times he violates the Constitution -of the United 
States, but if you don’t know what’s going on at Wounded Knee, 
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then you don't know that it's going to happen here. Mayhe 
not to you, mayhe not to your children, hut to your unhorn. 

And that's the key. And that's why we are in Wounded Knee- 
ls for our unhorn. You know those, of you that are Vietnam 
veterans, - you already know what fire fights are all about. 

Yeah, I dorit' know. X was never over in Vietnam. But X 
know what a fire fight's all about. X. know about trip 
flares, sneaking through the lines, studying ambushes. It's 
only 296 Indian people. Who cares? . And you have to degrade me 
; ''by making me stand up here'. You know,. X saw some more 
people just now that were inside Wounded Knee. And they 
know, you know what, what we^re 6i^j.ng ^ 010 ,.ou_-d . 

Knee if what the American Indian has been trying to tell all 
it's life— that you don't live up to your own laws. And 
that, that this country cannot, in this point of time and . 
history, live up to it's own sacred laws, then it can never 
relate to the rest 'of the world and. you're really living in 
a vacuum. And there's no way really, personally, that I . . / 

can relate to you wh'at tyranny is all about. I mean complete, 
' total tyranny. Whereas a male, you have no, no way to express 
your manner, completely emasculated from you. x And I 

can, you know, they've spent how many years in Vietnam? 
Indians are only what? A total of four tenths of one per 
■ cent of the total population anyway, who cares about the 

Indian? We .care about Sitting Bull and Crazy Horse. We 
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care about Geronimo and^ Tecumseh. But the Indians today, 
they’ve got nothing- to say. The Government takes care of 
them on the reservation remember. You know, in the minute 
way at Wounded Knee we're only 296 Indian people are 
involved. It's a, a complete, a complete parallel in the 
short 8 weeks that they've been there to the 15 years they 
were in Vietnam or whatever how many years. They escalate, 
de-escalate, escalate, de-escalate. Pour in more troopers, 

withdraw. They still haven’t learned a goddamn thing. 

So the war’s over. For you people.' Thank God. Thank 
God that the U. S.-News and World Report can say 'now we 
have to go to work in rne communities 5 . The peace movemeiio 
has to go to work in the communities. And those communities 
don’t even want you. Just want to be left alone. .You know, 
take your goddamn tax money, and your Bureau- of Indian 
Affairs and your Department, of Interior and your White House, 
take it and do it, you know, put it in Lake Erie where it 
belongs. And -leave us alone, according to our treaty. 
Because we hold that document sacred. And people and you 
know, I really never understood what an idealist is. Some, 

I came outside of Wounded Knee and someone called me an 
•idealist. I had completely dif — different conceptions. Uh 
I didn't know idealists in their id — in setting forth their 
ideals went under fire and really, that’s the way I believe. 
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They said an idealist i£ a mouse. And then the academic 
world , you know I just* I don’t want to go through that 
whole scene. I just went through it at Oklahoma State 
University. And I know what our Chicano brothers are doing, 
the Chicano brothers I know. The ones that’s been inside 
Wounded Knee and their friends. And I know our Black 
brothers, what they’re going to do, who are few and far 
between, but a few of them I know. And I know what they’r

going to do. Because when Wounded Knee goes, you go. You 
might enjoy the next few summers, your children might en — * 
enjey the summers after that, but your unborn are going to 
have one hell of a time. And if we lose at Wounded Knee,

whose ever the man out there that’s following me around, 

I got to put a 48-hour written itinerary to the Federal 
courts of this country on every place 'I’m going to be 
and the contacts of where I can be reached. 48 hours in 
advance in written form. Just because I happen to be 
standing up to the Constitution of the United States. I’m 
not trying to militarily overthrow. And don’t, don’t mis- 
understancT'me when I say "I”. When I say “l”, I mean the 
total American Indian. And those sellouts, that claim to 
have Indian blood running through them, they're very 
fortunate because it was my grandfathers that raped their 

mothers * And Indian people have been protesting since you

all came here. We did it militarily, we taught the world 
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- about guerrilla warfare, and that we did it passively. 

We went to the alcohol, to the suicide, to the. dropout, 
and now we ! re back doing it again. In this century, m 
1973* after a decade of violent protests by blacks, in the 
peace movement and whatever, we decided to take up the gun 
that the white man gave us. Inside Wounded Knee we have 
■ veterans from World War 1, World War II, the Korean War 
and the Vietnam War... are they enough that our most

At 10:00 a.m., April 26, 1973, a bond revocation 
hearing for Russell Means was held in U. S« District 
Court, Deadwood, South Dakota, with Andrew W» Bogue, 

U. S. District Judge presiding. Ramon Roubideaux, AIM 
Attorney, was present on behalf of Russell Means, but 
Means was not present. Roubideaux claimed he had been, 
unable to contact Means to advise him he was to be m 
Court this date. Judge Bogue .continued the hearing until 
10:00 a.m., April 27, 1973, and advised Roubideaux to 
contact Means to advise him to be present. 


• ' On April 27, 1973, source four advised that 

Russell Means had spent the evening of April -p, 1 <; ^, 
at the residence of famed movie actor, Marion Branao, 
Mulholland Drive, Beverly Hills, California. 


On April 27, 1973, a bond revocation rehearing 
was held for Russell Charles Means,' U. S, District Court, 
Deadwood, South Dakota, with Andrew ¥ . Bogue, U. S. 
District Judge presiding. Again Means failed to appear 
and Judge Bogue, upon completion of the hearing, revoked 
Means * bond and directed a bench warrant be issued. A 
bench warrant was issued April 27, ^973, by the Clerk, 

U. S. District Court, Rapid City, South Dakota, charging 
Means with failure to comply with conditions of bond, 
April 16, 1973, and failure to appear, no code, title, 
or section set forth. Judge Bogue ordered Means to be 
arrested and returned to South Dakota. Judge Bogue 
further indicated a hearing date for Means would be set 
upon his return to South Dakota. 


Source five advised on April 27, 1973, tnat 
Russell Means appeared at the Indian Center, 600 South 
New Hampshire Avenue, Los Angeles, California, for a 
press conference at approximately 12:15 P*&* Source 
provided a tape recording of this press conference, a 
transcription of which follows:

subject: RICHARD EIDEN; 

ROGER IRONCLOUD 


On 6/4/73, RICHARD EIDEN, Member Santa Barbara 
Legal Collective appeared at Cambell Hall at 3:00 PM accompanied 
by ROGER IRONCLOUD and delivered a speech to approximately 
4o or 45 individuals in attendance. Those in attendance 
were mostly Indian., Negro and Caucasian. All of these were 
of college age and possibly most of these individuals attended 
■the. University of California at Santa Barbara. 

\ EIDEN spoke first and talked about his trip back 
to Wounded Knee, South Dakota and he related that he was 
asked to -go to Wounded Knee at the request of the National 
Lawyer 1 s. Guild of which he is a member to help with the 
defens iv fe - - ft ‘Pf or tff of the Wounded Kn.ee occupants. 


EIDEN related his experiences while at Wounded Knee 
• was one of frustration in most everything he intended to do 
or hoped to do as an attorney. He talked about the great 
difficulty in attempting to talk with prisoners who were 
being held in Pine Ridge and that he was told on different 
occasions while attempting to. converse with some of these 
prisoners that they could not talk to him in the morning 
4 because this is when the FBI was doing their questioning. 
EIDEN also related that he experienced difficulty at the 
library in Pine Ridge in attempting to look up case citations 
and was told that he was not eligible to practice law in 
the State of South Dakota, therefore, he would have to pay 
a $100.00 fee if he intended to use the library. He stated 
that neither he nor any of the legal workers were aloud near 
Wounded Knee. until almost the end of the occupation. He 


stated he did not understand how you could protect the con- 
stitutional rights of the occupiers and the innocent bystanders 
if you were not aloud to enter the road blocks to converse 
with your clients who were held at Wounded Knee, Another 
factor that EIDEN spoke on was that the press was controlled 
by the government during the occupation of Wounded Knee and

that the government had simply decided to do away with the 
First Amendment to the Constitution. EIDEN advised that 
none of the government officials of Wounded Knee wanted to 
discuss the 100 year old Sious treaty and that the only 
thing the government was interested, in was that the Indians 
lay down their arms. 

EIDEN more or less gave some brief history of 
Wounded Knee and stated that it was his opinion in the final 
outcome of the legal proceedings to be held at Wounded Knee, 
the government would first try-RUSSElIL^MMIfJ and some of the 
other big men in the AIM Movement and that he as an attorney 
and the other attorneys would take their key? from what the 
government did with the first view major cases. He gave 
the impression that he would be returning to Wounded Knee 
when trials commence to offer legal aid and to act as' an 
attorney for the AIM Movement. EIDEN congratulated AIM 
on their ability to raise money and stated that AIM had 
been responsible for furnishing bail to release most of 
the individuals who were in custody and that at the present 
time only two people still remain ;im jail. One of these 
individuals is RUSSELL MEANS. -IXi'm 

EIDEN then turned the meeting over to ROGER IR0N_ 
CLOUD or possibly GEORGE IRONCLOUD and IRONCLOUD talked 
about the history of the Oglala Sious tribes, the treaties 
that had been signed with the United Stats s Government, 
these treaties have all been broken according to. IRONCLOUD 
and he stated that life on the reservation was now no better 
than the lowest form of Guetto existance. He used some 'pro 
fanities in his description and said that the United States 
System of Government was corupt. That not only could we 
not take care of the Indian' people that we had oppressed, 
but the Caucasians in Appalacia were suffering the same 
fate as well as the Negroes and Mexicans in the United States. 

IRONCLOUDbalso advised. that the government's 
tactic at Wounded Knee had been om of starvation, hoping 
to have the Indians lay down their arms and come out peacibiy 
after they had been starved by road block and not allowing 
food or parcels into Wounded Knee.. • He stated that this <., 
was in direct conflict with a Federal judge's order in 
Rapid City who had stated that food parcels should be allowed 
into Wounded Knee so that the women and children in the 
area could be fed.

IRONCLOUD advised that the United States Government 
had destroyed the Indian's religion and had destroyed the 
balance of nature throughout the United States and that this 
was causing a great deal of harm and would eventually lead 
to the decline of the white civilization as is- known today. 

He stated that he intended not to educate his children in 
any colleges,, but to educate them in the way of nature. 
IRONCLOUD advised this was in conflict with him inasmuch as 
he' himself is presently attending California State, Long 
^ Beach , but he is doing this to' upgrade his people. 

IRONCLOUD related that the first individual who 
had been killed at Wounded Knee was an Indian in every 
respect- because he was fighting for the cause at Wounded 
Knee. He also stated that LARRY BUDDY LAMONT who was 
killed at Wounded Knee was shot in the back by possibly 
the United States ' Marshals and that the government did 
not want 'LAMONT 1 s body buried at Wounded Knee because 
they were' afraid people coming to the funeral would 
bring food and blankets for the Indians at Wounded Knee. 
IRONCLOUD related that all Indians are related and that 
when there is a death in the family, many, many people 
come to the funeral and that a feast is always prepared 
for the next day after b Uriel. He stated this is custom 
however, the government failed to understand this and 
wanted to allow the family only thirty five individuals 
that could attend the funeral’. 

IRONCLOUD advised that while at Wounded Knee 
the Indians notuonly had to worry about the United States 
Government forces, their personell carriers and their 
M-l6 rifles, but from the ranch people, the white ranchers 
in the vicinity who would ride along in their pickup trucks 
and take shots at anyone they thought might be Indian. 

IRONCLOUD in general knocked the present form 
of Government in the United- States and stated that his 
people were at war with the United States and that eventually 
,.his people along with the Mexicans, the Blacks and the 
poor Caucasian people would over come their adversity 
and show the government that it was wrong -in their dealings 
with the minorities. He further advised that there would 
be more Wounded Knees and that at Wounded Knee could occur r- 
most anyplace. He specifically stated at IslaKV"ista, in 
Los Angeles, in San Francisco or in any particular area. 

He stated he himself was ready to v die for the cause and that 
other Ogala Sious members would die for their cause.

' IRONCLOUD in summary also advised that his people 
would continue with their struggle and that their organiza- 
tion and membership was becoming stronger daily.

I arrived at the airport in Rapid City, 
South Dakota on Wednesday, April 18. 

I had left Santa Barbara the Hay b-gfnr» 
at the request cf the Lawyer’^ 

Guild to help with legal defense efforts 
ior the Wounded Knee occupants. 

For three weexs f criss-crossed the 
southern part of the state, driving from 
. bail hearings in Rapid City to tin; jail 
at the Pine Ridge Reservation, from the 
government perimeter around Wounded 
Knee to the homes Gf Indians and sup- 
porters in the area. It wasn’t until two 
days before the occupation ended that I 
was able to enter Wounded Knee itself, as 
an attorney for the family of Buddy La- 
mont, one of the two Indians who gave 
their lives at Wounded Knee. 

By then the battle of Wounded Knee 
was nearly over. For the second lime in 
a century the little South Dakota village 
had stung the conscience of white Amer- 
ica 9 

* or ten weeks, Oglaia Sioux, aided by 
Indians from 64 different American . 
nbes had held the village by force * 
against the armed power of the United 
Mates government. With a style pain- * 
tully reminiscent of Vietnam, thegovem- 
ment had littered the hilly perimeter of > 
Wounded Knee with electronic sensors 
o e ect the odor or heat of human

f> The occupants, however, managed to 
’ come and go at night. Though people 
were apprehended frequently, others suc- 
cessfully overcame the obstacles of the 
6-8 hour hike through government lines 
and nightly brought supple support- 
ers fcr.c!: into the besieged wl’ige. 

By Saturday May 5, almost 70 days 
after the initial occupation of Wounded 
Knee, two .warriors had died, and 85,000 
rounds of government ammunition had 
been poured into the village. But the A- 
merican Indian Movement’s . (AIM) re- 
sistance was unbroken, and the govern- 
ment was finally ready to agree all over 
again to the terms of the early April , 
settlement. 

Arrival 

Everything about South Dakota seem- 
ed to be affected by the battle of Wound- 
ed Knee. Even the plane trip to Rapid 
City was unusual. At least a dozen FBI

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agents were among the passengers on my 5 
plane. They sat together in a group and ; 
chatted. Many seemed to be old friends ; 
who hadn’t seen each other for years. 
They were met at the airport by a large 
contingent of well-groomed, well-dressed 
men. 

I was met by Bill Lehman, a recent 
iaw school graduate from Chicago. Most 
of the members of the Wounded Knee 
Legal Defense/Offense Committee were 
like Bill and myself: young, not overly 
well-groomed and not so well-dressed. 

An hour or so later I was off to the 
Rapid City jail to meet my first clients; f> 
jtwo Indian men from Redding, California. 
They had been arrested as rpey slept in a 
haystack several miles from Wounded * 


Knee. The FBI, using a helicopter had ? 
apparently seen them coming out of the 


From Rapid City I was taken to the 
other important jail, on the Pine Ridge 
Reservation, a two hour drive south and 
then east of Rapid City. A lawyer and a 
legal worker from our committee ha 
been arrested with a group of people, 
and another lawyer and I were taking 


money to bail them out. 

The drive to Pine Ridge was my first 
real chance to see the country. Western 
South Dakota is largely rolling green 
hills for hundreds of miles. Rapid Ci y 
has a population of about 40,000 and is 


the secoud largest city within the state. 
The • road to Pine Ridge has several 
houses within sight and a few small 

towns. ... „ 

Pine Ridge itself has two gas stations, 

two coffee shops, a few bead work ana 
jewelry shops, a market, a post office and 
several dozen houses. It also has a tribal 
jail. The tribal courthouse is one ot 
those buildings on wheels that looks 
like a cross between a temporary build- 
ing and a mobile home. Bus the biggest 
building is an oppressive structure hous- 
ing the Bureau of Indian AS. .airs. The 
BIA offices were being used as the head-, 
’quarters for the government' ; military/ 

; operation. , , . /

\ the Pine Ridge jail, we couldn’t bail

: day. They would have to stay in jail with 
* no visitors or attorneys infcil the fol- 
| lowing day. We were also told that the 
) FBI questioned people in the morning, so 
: that if we returned in the morning and 
j paid for our license, we could still have

to wait till the FBI finished their ques- 
tioning. 

April 17, the day before I arrived, 
had been a big day for Wounded Knee. 
In the early morning, three private air- 
planes had dropped 2,000 pounds of 
food in the fields .surrounding the en- 
campment. Seven individuals have sub- 
sequently been indicted, including car- 
toonist Thomas Oiiphant, a Boston 
Globe reporter, and Bill Zimmerman of 
Boston Vietnam Vets Against the War. 
As the village occupants started to gather 
up the packages, the government forces 
opened fire. The Wounded Knee defend- 
ers held their fire for almost an hour and 
a half, but finally returned it in order 
to allow those who were pinned down to 
return to safety. The firefight lasted al- 
most all da} 7 . An enormous amount of 
government ammunition was fired into . 
Wounded Knee. Four people were woun- 
ded, including Frank Clearwater, who 

lluivi died. 

xhe government immediately an- 
nounced that right after the airdrop, 
the Indians had begun shooting and fchai 
it wasn’t until two and a half hours latei 
that they returned the fire. 

Frustration and Roadblocks 

Frustration underscored almost every- 
thing I, and the other lawyers and legal 
workers, tried to do. We weren’t allowed 
near Wounded Knee until almost the end 
of the occupation. Trying to protect the 
constitutional rights of the occupiers, 
supporters and innocent bystanders, we 
met petty roadblock after petty road- 
block. Even the simplest things became 
herculean efforts. Normally the local 
law library was opened to visiting law- 
yers as a matter of courtesy, as it is every- 
V/here in the country. But in Rapid City 
we were informed thai to use the library, 
even to look up case citations, we would 
liave to pay a $100 fee. ^ ^ 


* Once in court, we met the same kind 
of treatment. Defending the two Indian I 

, men who had been tracked down by the J 

* FBI helicopter, I watched in almost total i 
disbelief as the white judge ordered that < 
they leave the state as a condition of 
parole. When he asked them whether 
they understood the terms he was offer- 
ing, they stood in complete silence, not 
responding, staring at the floor. When he 
repeated himself, and they still refused to 
answer, he rose, and leaning over the 
bench, shouted, “Do you accept my con- 
ditions or don’t you?” Slowly, with the 
coldest anger in their voices, the reply 
came, “Certainly,” but the tone apparent- 
ly wasn’t respectful enough for the ;udge, 
and he ordered them back to jail instead. ] 

Frustration marked the experience of 



reporters as well as lawyers, even though 
most of the reporters there displayed no 
strong sympathies for the people inside 
Wounded Knee. The government had de- 
cided after the first two weeks tnat the 
First Amendment was standing in the 
way of restoring “order,” and simply de- 
cided to suspend it as far as the press was 
concerned-. At first the press resisted. A 
CBS news crew, for example, was able to 
sneak through government lines and back- 
pack a camera and mike into Wounded 
Knee, trying to get AIM’s side of the 
story. But they were arrested*, coming 
out, and from that point on CBS leporfc- 
ers were systematically excluded from all 


government press conferences. Similarly, 
an alternative news crew from Unicorn 
Press in San Francisco was excluded, be- 
cause a government representative 
claimed they had been “seen inside 
Wounded Knee.” In what had to be 
a tongue-in-cheek remark to end all 
tongue-in-cheek remarks, the LA Times 
(man reported that since closing off j! 
jWounded Knee, “the Federal Govern- I 
jfnent has dominated press reports about ^ 
Events here.” 








From what I learned in my weeks j 
* there, such denials of basic freedoms was 
1 nothing new to the Indians of South 
, Dakota. Perhaps most infamously, we- 
heard stories that until a couple of years 
ago, many white-owned businesses dis- 
played “No Dogs or Indians Allowed 
as a matter of course. Poverty and unem- 
ployment, as well as alcoholism and the 
' lack of decent medical facilities were 
still endemic when I was there, as they 
are on most Indian reservations in Amer-. 
ica. The suicide rate among young Indians; 
is, I discovered, the highest for any group 
in the nation, infant mortality twice the 
national average, per capita income aj 
quarter of white income. 

. Yet one of the tragedies of white colo-; 
nization of the Indian has been that it j 
has turned Indian against Indian, tvenj 
members of the same tribe ending up as. 
enemies. Throughout the Wounded Knee 
occupation, the official reservation tribal 
council displayed even more hostibty to- 
ward those inside Wounded Knee than the 
government itself did. Dick Wilson, uibal 
president, more than once threatened to 
send vigilante “friends” in to end the 
occupation, despite the enormous blood- 
shed he knew it would have caused. And 
Indian policemen, working for the Bureau 
of Indian Affairs, consistently acted with 
calculated violence toward those asso-j 
■> dated with the occupation. At one point 
jin fact the government actually admitted 
,'that several thousand rounds were tired 
-'into the village by BIA police the govern- 
ment said it was “unable” to control. 


* Yet the government, for its part, sel - 1 
idiom displayed less hostility or more;, 
sensitivity than its Indian police. The ^ . 
j two top officials were Richard Hellstem 
from the Justice Department and Kent 
Prized from the Department of the Inter- 
ior Hellstem always played the tough 
cop, hardline, mean, and unreasonable. 
Frizell on the other hand, was the nice 
guy”, wanting to be trusted, and always 
reasonable in what he said if not what he 
did. The combination was- very effective, 
and contributed to the schizophrenic 
image which the government cultivated 
throughout the crisis. Frizell, for exam- 
ple, did most of the public relations lor 
the government. He appeared a' the 
press conferences, gave interviews, etc. 
Hellstem, with more authority than Friz- 
ell, was often in the position of reneging 
on tentative promises made by his col- 
taflpue. 

g u t neither these officials nor any 
other government representatives ever 
concerned themselves with any of the un- 
derlying causes of Wounded Knee. The 
Indians at Wounded Knee wanted to dis- 
cuss the 100 : yeav-old Sioux treaty, the , 
government’s interpretation of which is • 
quite different from the Indians’.

i Larry “Buddy” Lamont was buried on & 
Sunday, May 6, two days before ';he seige 
officially ended. It was an important 
moment for me, not only because it was 
the second death during the occupation, 
but because it was the only time I actu- 
ally got into Wounded Knee itself. 

Buddy was killed by a long-range bul- 
let through the back in a fLefight cn 
April 27. Everyone was pinned down r 
a few hours after he was shot, so it was 
impossible to get to him for two hours. 
Nobody knows when he died, but they 
suspect it v/as immediate. Buddy was 31, 
from Pine Ridge, had just finished six 
years in the Marines, including ^ ietnam. 
He had been inside Wounded Knee dur : 
ing most of the liberation. 

No doctor would sign the death certifi- 
cate. The doctor who performed the au- 
topsy was afraid to commit -himself and 
take the chance of displeasing tke govern- 
ment. We finally got someone to sign an 
affidavit of death which v/as legally suffic- 
ient to allow him to be buried. 

The family wasn't notified by the 
government that Buddy had been killed. 
They found out from neighbors" who 
heard on TV that he had been shot. 
When .they checked with the hospital, 
they were told their son was there and 
that he was dead. 

I arrived at the wake on May 5, the 
day before the funeral. The wake was

being held at Porcupine, a small tov/n on 
the reservation. The family and friend*, 
wanted me to stay. I was afraid of im- 
posing, but decided to just hang around 
in case a lawyer might be needed. There 
were two cows and two pigs to be but- 
chered and prepared for the next day’s 
feast. We spent the afternoon, evening, 
and early morning cutting meat. There i 
were also cakes being baked, bread being 
fried and people arriving constantly to 5 
pay their respects and bring food for the 
feast. 

Early the next morning, family mem- 
bers arrived who said the government had 
announced that only 35 close relatives 
'‘could attend. Hundreds were expected 
that same day and had already started ar~.‘ 
riving. Agnes. Buddy’s mother, was

smiles, we drove to Pine Ridge to ask the 
government what was happening. 

IJ Frizell and Hellstern came to Agnes 1 
house to talk about it.- Frizell said he 
thought everyone should be able to at- 
tend, but he didn’t know if he could 
“sell” it. Hellstern arrived a few minutes 
later and said that only 35 could come. 

I asked him why he waited until the last, 
minute to tell the .family of this severe 
limitation. He said that he had first said 
8 to 10. I said it was nice that he had 
changed his position on that, but the fac 
remained that sometime subsequent to 
that the government had let the family 
believe that everyone would be allowed. 

He said that he hadn’t told them 
that I said that he had never spoken to 
them personally, so of course he hadn’t 
told them that and it was a Hell of a time 
to start talking to them. We finally 
agreed that 60 people could go in, with 
the family given free choice of which 


A few hours later, hundreds of people 
arrived at the roadblock. Somehow, 106 
mourners were on their way to Wounded 
Knee by bus on the day after the agree- 
ment. We drove to the tiny village in a 
bus. As we reached the crest of the hill 
I caught my first glimpse of the isolated 
cluster of little buildings which had so 
quickly become so important to myself! 
and millions who had never seen it — 
important enough for some to die. The 
White churfch 'and graveyard stood on a 
little knoll slightly removed from the 
eight or nine other small houses in 
Wounded Knee. Trenches were visible 
here and there, as were the charred re- 
mains of the trading post which had been 
headquarters for the insurgents until an 
accidental fire destroyed it a week before. 

Ceremonies were conducted at the

.church. Then everybody said goodbye to 
P ,,r My, single file.

At the top of the first crest of hills 
were five or six clusters of armored per- 
sonnel carriers and federal employees. 

After the ceremonies some men started 
shoveling dirt on the coffin. As the hole 
was filling, people started walking down 
the hill towards the round church. Food 
was served as soon as everyone had greet- 
ed each other. The mood suddenly 
changed from profound sorrow and re- 
newed dedication to one of friends re- 
newing friendships and catching up on 
news and meeting people. And eating a 
meal, the largest meal in many weeks for 
m any of t hem. _ 


> On Tuesday, May 8, 1973, militant j> 
Oglala Sioux and members and support- [ 
its of the American Indian Movement f 
ended their ten-week occupation of the 1 
village of Wounded Knee, South Dakota. 
Since February 27, the Sioux and their 
supporters from all over the country, 
including members of sixty-four different 
American Indian tribes, held the village 
i by force against the power of the United 
I States government. 

! By the time it all ended, 85.C00 

rounds of government arms had been 
poured into the village and two warriors 
| had died. But AIM’s resistance was un- 
{ broken and the government was finally 
I ready to agree to the terms of the early 
■ April settlement, even though between 
! the breakdown of that settlement and 
! i a te April, the government had refused to 
negotiate for almost three weeks. 

Much of the May agreement related to 
the laying down of arms by both sides, 
i The substantial points were sinuuu to the 
! Aprii agreements. The government agreed, 
i . to mount an intensive investigation 
■ to identify alleged violations of law on 
; the Pine Ridge Reservation by govem- 
i ment authorities 

- to audit funds of the tribal govern- 
ment and the local BIA 

- to institute civil suits to protect 
local Indians against unlawful use of. 
tribal government authority 

- to appoint five White House repre- 
sentatives to negotiate with the Oglala 
Sioux chiefs and headmen at the home of 
Chief Fool’s Crow. They will discuss each 
other’s understandings of the 1868 treaty. 
Indians are demanding that the govern- 
ment honor its treaty committment to 
recognize Indian nations as separate na- 
tions. 

On May 8, the independent nation of 
' Wounded Knee came to an end for a 
time No one knows how soon again n 
will be reborn and its citizens allowed 
their' human rights now so long denied 
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Eighty three yoaes earlier, the federal government presided ovei a grislier episode in 
its relations with Indians at Wounded Knee. Federal troops opened fire on defenseless 
men, women, and children, killing over 130 before the shooting stopped. Here the 
soldiers stand watch as the bodies of Indians are dumped into a mass grave.

General Statement 

The main trend in the world today is a 
desire for peace. Nevertheless, United 
States imperialism doggedly continues to 
terrorize and threaten the people's de- 
sire for that peace. The United States' 
continued bombing in Southeast Asia still 
constitutes a grave threat to world peace 
(conspired devaluation of the dollar, 
conspired aggressive wars, conspired oil 
shortages, conspired wage freezes, con- 
spired acts of violence against the 
people's property and all sorts of ill- 
egal acts upon the life, liberty, and 
sanity of the students, unemployed, 
workers and other peace-loving people) . * 
The United States policy of meddling in 
the affairs of the peoples of the world 
for profit and greed makes clear the 
situation of oppression - for those of 
Africa, Asia, and Latin America (and, of 
course, here at home) . Our objective is 
to support what tyranny opposes and to 
oppose what U.S. imperialism supports. 

In short, we are working for the uncond- 
itional liberation of the toiling masses 
of the world who are exploited and oppress- 
ed for profit by the U.S. military- 
corporate clique. 


A History 

There are seven Sioux tribes: Brule, 

Hunkpapa, Miniccnjou, Sans Arc, Two Kettle, 
Blackfoot and Oglala. Like most other 
Native Americans, the Sioux were forced to 
leave their original homeland, the forested 
and lake regions of the Missouri, and pushed 
westward to the plains of North and South’ 
Dakota because the U.S. government wanted the 
Indians' land. The Oglala Sioux tribe now 
lives on the Pine Ridge Reservation in South 
Dakota which is the second largest reserva- 
tion in the country, with 12,000 people. * 


After three jBars of fighting over Indian 
land, the Sioux - led ly Chief Red Cloud - 
forced the U.S. troops to withdraw and the 
U.S. government and the Sioux Nation signed 
the 1868 Ft. Laramie Treaty at Ft. Laramie, 
South Dakota. It stated that all land from 
the Missouri River west to the Wycsrning-South 
Dakota border belonged to the Sioux Nation 
"for as long as the grass shall grow and 
rivers flow" and that the Sioux people would 
receive annuities of food and clothing for 
the next 35 years. 

Six years later. General George Custer, 
wuthout obtaining the consent of the Sioux, 
led over 1,000 cavalarymen into the Black 
Hills to investigate rumors of the discovery 
of gold there. When gold was found to be 
present, the government tried to convince the 
Sioux to sell them land but the Indian people 
refused all offers. The government then de- 
cided to use force to remove the people from 
their land. 

In 1876 General Custer and his troops re- 
turned to the Black Hills to take over the 
land and repress any Sioux resistance that 
might develop. The Sioux Nation met General 
Custer and his troops at the Little Big Horn 
and the government troops were completely de- 
feated. 

Immediately after, the government en- 
acted an arrmendment to the 1868 treaty 
removing the Black Hills from the Sioux 

Nation. The cavalary then moved in to stay, 
but the Indians still refused to leave their 
land. For the next 14 years, the government 
continued to take the Indians' land either 
by sale or by > the use of force. 
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In 1890, the Sioux adopted a new 
religion, the Ghost Dance. The Indians be- 
lieved that the Ghost Dance would bring 
back the old way of life and decrease the 
control the government had over them. Be- 
cause it was viewed as threatening by the 
government, the Ghost Dance was outlawed on 
the reservation. In order to continue prac 
ticing the Ghost Dance religion. Big Foot, 
a Miniconjpu chief and his tribe left ■._*&** 





reservation and went t^^eep Creek, just a ■ * 
few miles iron Pine Ridqe. The War Depart- 
ment issued orders for his arrest and hearing 
of this. Big Foot started his people towards 
Pine Ridge hoping Red Cloud, chief of the 
Oglalas there, could protect them from the 
soldiers. Enroute, he fell ill with pneu- 
monia and was hemorrhaging severely. Before 
they could reach Pine Ridge, the Seventh 
Cavalary found them. Knowing they had no 
chance of resisting successfully, they 
surrendered peacefully. They were* ordered 
to make camp at Wounded Knee Creek, ten miles 
from Pine Ridge. As the people were being 
disarmed, a rifle belonging to one of the 
Indians accidentally fired, immediately, 
without investigation, the officers ordered 
the soldiers to open fire on the people. 

Men, women and children attempted to flee on 
foot but were chased by soldiers on horseback 
and shot down. At the end of a few minutes, 
over 350 Indian people were dead. 



♦ 

partment of Interior was established in 1849, 
the Bureau was transferred to it, retaining 
the same function. Historically, it has been 
government policy to remove as much land as 
possible from tribal control. In an effort 
to break up the tradition of communal owner- 
ship of land and give the government more 
control over the land, the 1904 Dawes Act 
was passed, breaking the land up into indi- 
vidual sections. Even though Indian names 
are on the titles, the B.I.A. has total con- 
trol of any use of the land, i.e. working it, 
leasing it or selling it. As a rule, Indians 
are given no money by the B.I.A. to work the 
land, therefore, they are forced to lease the 
land to ranchers. Any leasing of land must 
be done through the B.I.A. and all money from 
leases is controlled by the B.I.A. This 
control aids large corporations in obtaining 
cheap land for strip-mining, oil drilling or 
anything else they need land for. Evidence 
of this practice is the fact that the amount 
of land owned by Indians in 1966 had fallen 
from 134 million acres in 1877 to a little 
over 50 million acres.

By the end of the nineteenth century, the 
Indians were almost totally under the control 
of the U,S„ government agency, the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs (B.I.A.) . The B.I.A. controls 
almost all land, education, housing and em- 
ployment of Indians, The B.I.A. was first 
established in 1819 under the Department of 
War. It's purpose was to keep the Indians 
under control in order to further the inter- 
ests of the U.S. government. When the De- 


Besides the control they exercise over 
the land, the B.I.A, sets up all so-called 
tribal governments* These governments are 
generally corrupt and help maintain B.I.A. 


control of the reservation. The b.i.a, has 
the final right to pass judgement on any 
matters decided by an Indian government. 

The b.i.a, also approves or disapproves 
the constitutions set up by the tribes. 

a 
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The B.I.A. also controls education of 
Indian children. B. I. A. -run schools are 
designed to teach Indian children as- 
similation into the dominant white culture » 
Children are beaten for using their Indian 
language, their customs and crafts de- 
graded and their religions dismissed as 
savage superstitions® In all respects of 
their lives, Indian people are taught 
dependency on the B.I.A. 

On February 26, 1373, the recently .formed 
Oglala Sioux Civil Rights Organization and 
the Oglala Sioux chiefs net in Calico, South 
Dakota and agreed to ask A.I.M. (American 
Indian Movement) to come to the Pine Ridge 
Reservation and support them in their strug- 
gle for self-determination against U.S. 
government control. 

Cm February 27, 1373, the Oglala Sioux and 
their supporters occupied the town of Wounded 
Knee. They issued three demands: 

1) The Senate Ccmdtfcee, headed by Ted 
Kennedy, launch an immediate investigation of 
the B»T,A. and the Department of the Interior 
for the handling of the Oglala Sioux Nation. 

2) Senator William Fulbright, Chairman of 
the Foreign Relations Committee, investigate 
the 371 treaties between the federal govern- 
ment and the Indians to show how the govern- 
xtent has failed to live up to the terms of 
the treaties. 

3) the Pine Ridge tribal constitution, be 
suspended and the Oglala Sioux be allowed to 
elect their own officials. 

At first, the government refused to dis- 
cuss the demands and the situation at Wounded 
Knee. It later became apparent that President 
Mixon and his staff at the White House ware 
too enrolled in Watergate to deal with 
Wounded Knee. 

T he government's failure to negotiate. led 
the Sioux to declare themselves a sovereign 
Nation. 

As a sovereign Nation they issued the 
following threa declarations! 


• 1) withdrawallSctn any U-,8, government 
controlled body (i.Q, the tribal govern- 
ment system) , 

2) Withdrawal of the Oglala Sioux from 
the 1934 Reorganization Act which set up 
the tribal government, 

3) Declaration of national sovereignity 
for the Cglalas. 

. They demanded a White House representative 
be sent to negotiate with them as one nation 
to another. The U.S, government completely 
ignored their declaration of sovereignty and 
cent in negotiators from the Justice Depart- 
ment and the Department of the Interior, 

The government increased the number of 
federal marshals and F.B.I. agents surrounding 
Wounded Knee to at least 400* They wsre 
armed with .30 caliber machine guns, .7 urn 
spider rifles with infra-red scopes, _M-1 
carbines, M-16 automatics (standard issue 
in VietNam) , M-l Garrands, 30,06 sniping 
rifles. These troops also had 30 armoured 
personnel carriers (commonly used in VietNam) 
with M-60 machine guns, jeeps and helicopters 
with machine guns. All these troops and 
iveapons were concentrated around the one 
square mile of Wbunded Knee, 

Police were searching cars that they sus- 
pected were on the way to South Dakota with 
supplies for Wbunded Knee and arrested those 
who were. They were charged with "crossing 
state lines to aid and abet a riot" under 
the so-called "1968 Anti-Riot Act". 

The negotiated settlement that was finally 
reached at Wounded Knee stated that White 
House representatives would meet with the 
headmen and chiefs of all the Sioux tribes, 
the third week in May, to discuss implement- 
ing the 1868 treaty. 

As in the past, the U.S. government broke 
their agreement with the Indians, The repre- 
sentatives from Washington never showed tip. 
Instead, Leonard Garment, from the White 
House staff, sent a letter saying that this 
was not a presidential matter but a congress- 
ional matter and the Indians should take their 
grievances to congress. This was not sur- 
prising, as the Indians have maintained for 
300 years that the U.S, government constantly 
and consistently lies. The government has 
never kept any agreement it has made with the 
Indians. 

Wbunded Kh.ee continues. People are still 
in jail awaiting trial or bail. The govern- 
ment is still indicting people. None of the 
issues raised at Wounded Knee have been re- 
solved or even discussed by the government. 
Conditions on the Pine Ridge Reservation, as 
well as for all Indians, remain the same. 
There are still 371 treaties with the Indians’ 
that the U.S. government has failed to res- 
pect and honor.

It was subsequently determined by the Minneapolis 
Division, after a check of available records from, the Wounded 
Knee Supply Room at Pine Ridge, South Dakota, that 19 
’’Property Cards" (utilized by personnel on the Special to 
show equipment issued to them) had not been cleared. The 
Inspector instructed that these cards be. reviewed and any 
person who apparently was still signed for a field jacket 
be interviewed in an effort to ascertain the whereabouts 
of that jacket. 

It should be noted by the Training Division that 
while 19 cards show property checked out, only 14 of these 
cards indicate field jackets which may not have been returned 
to the Supply Room.

WHAT REALLY HAPPENED 

The major newspaper and television newscasts did not 
and are not giving us the truth about the situation at Wounded Knee, 
South Dakota. They are not telling us what actually happened, 
or informing us of the history that led to the conflict. But we 
shouldn't any longer be surprised at new distortion; this has proven 
to be a recurrent pattern over the past few years. Luckily, in this 
case, unlike the many others, we do not have to wait until investi- 
gation teams are appointed, or independent researchers move to 
find the facts. For there are people in all areas who have been to 
Wounded Knee in the past and returned, while others -have rfeturned, 
while others have remained there to continue the- flow of information 
to us. These people know the facts and understand the situation. 
Here is what they have to say . 

Wounded Knee is located on the Pine Ridge Indian Reservation 
in Southwest South Dakota. This, the second largest Indian reserva- 
tion in the country, both in area, 2,500 square miles, and in 
population, 11,000 Oglala Sioux. The Oglala people live in extreme 
poverty. They are unable to earn an adequate living. Most of them 
no longer own land for cattle raising and farming. They are dis- 
criminated against due to the fact that they are Indians-. They are 
subject to all sorts of racial prejudice and in some cases to 
intimidated violence perpetrated by vigilante groups. The situation

is made worse by the fact that the cuitent form of government gives 
them little control over their lives and no power to change the 
situation. These conditions have been developing throughout this 




•century, in fact ever since "gioux people had contact with the U. S. 
Government policy as implemented by the Bureau of -Indian Affairs 
(BIA), It is the Oglalas' wish to change the federal policy in order 
to.create a new and better human life that precipitated the crisis 
at -Wounded Knee. .. * ■ 

The U. S . Government and the Sioux Nation signed numerous 
treaties in the 1860's and 1870's which guaranteed sovereignty 
to the Sioux Nation. However the federal government has never 

honored these treaties. In fact, the massacre of Wounded Knee 

. . - £ At that time, 

•occurred iri jut>av clj_l,ci tuc • 

the 7th Cavalry was called in to disrupt a Sioux religious gathering 
dEiring at close range on unarmed people, .killing at least 350. Thus 
In violation of all the treaties r the federal government indicated 
-clearly that the Siou-Jfewere not entitled to their own religion. Des- 
• .rgfte the fact that the&American Indian is .t’ne-.original inhabitant of 
-thls-continent and that the United States is- built.on-.the land taken 
3roni them, the U.S. has never stopped the destruction of Indian . 
people. Throughout the 20th Century, Indians have continued 
to lose more and more of their already scarce .land, and their 
traditional forms of government and religion have been under con- 
stant attack* ‘ rrrrT" -

In 1904 the General Allotment Act of 1887 was implemented 
on Pine Ridge Reservation. This act put all land in trust with the 
BIA and removed it from the control of the traditional tribal govern- 
ment. It required that every Indian receive approval from the BIA 
before leasing, selling or developing his land* This gave the BIA 
ultimate control over the policy of land use. 

In 1933 the -federal government discovered hoof and mouth 
disease among the Gattle of the Sioux and ordered that all of these 
animals be killed. Since many of the Indians earned their living 
by raising cattle, this left them with no means of livelihood. The 
federal government did not offer to recompense the Indians for their 
loss and help them start again. Instead it stipulated that help 
would only be given if the Sioux agreed to give up cattle raising 
and do intensive farming. The government experts viewed this as 
the best way to use the land. And we all know what happened 
after this; the land was not, in fact, suited for intensive farming; 
such farming practices led to the destruction of the soil's fertility 
and brought on the terrible years of the "dust bowl" , In addition, 
.the federal government decreed that in order to receive aid the 
Indians must have a more centralized form of government. Up 
until this time the Sioux people governed themselves in the tra- 
ditional form of band council. This meant that individuals directly 
represented themselves, and discussions w’ere long and full. 


- 3 - 
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In 1934 the federal government passed the Reorganization 
Act which required the Sioux to form an elected council responsible 
to the BIA. Although in theory this was to make it easier for the 
voice of the Sioux to be heard by the federal government, what 
happened in fact was that it simply made it easier for federal policy 
to be implemented. In the period between 1934 and 1966 the situa- 
tion at Wounded Knee can only be described as federal dictatorship. 
The BIA controlled the reservation and the Army policed the area. 


In 1966 President Lyndon Johnson developed a new policy 


generally described as "self-determination of the American Indian 


Peoples" . Although from its title we might expect that this policy 


would lead at least to the recognition of the sovereignty of the 


Indian nations, this was not the case. It did not give the Indians 


the right to exercise the sovereignty 'guaranteed them in their 


earlier treaties . It only allowed them to administer for them 


selves the policies established by the BIA. Acting under this 


new policy, the elected council of the Pine Ridge- Res ervation. 


under the presidency of Gerry One-Feather, took a "Progressive 


attitude towards making changes. They felt that the proper course 


was to recognize all aspects of the problems facing them and to 


work within the laws to bring about beneficial changes. They 


quickly discovered that they were not able to make any changes. 






The federal policy is- such that Indian people wha accept it find 
it is impossible to improve their living conditions* The policy is 
not designed to meet the needs of Indian people and does not 
attack the root causes of the problems. 

At present the BIA policy is based on three programs: 
improvement of housing; improvement of education and industrializa- 
tion, which included tourism. The BIA builds new houses for 
Indians at high prices on assigned lots. In order for a Sioux to 
take advantage of these houses he must live on one of these 
assigned lots. This requires him to move from his traditional 
community which has been the source of his spiritual strength 
and the center of his religion. So the program is directly designed 
to undermine traditional Sioux values • In addition the money paid 
for these houses does not stay on the reservation but is paid to 
non-Indian contractors who live elsewhere. 


The programs for education are only concerned with the 
building of new schools , they do not teach Indian history , Indian 
languages or Indian values and religion. Nor are they organized 
in ways that are appropriate to Sioux life. The teachers are non- 
Indian. In effect the education are also designed to destroy 
Sioux culture through ignoring it and filling young people 1 s minds’ 
with all values and ideas of non-Indian society. 
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Finally, the programs for industrialization- conflict directly 
with the Oglala Sioux's ties to their land and their desire to live 
off the land. Their religion and their way of life is linked closely 
to nature and -to the land. They want to protect the land and see 
that it is properly used and conserved for forecoming generations. 
They do not want to work for low wages in factories whore, they 
well know, the profit from their labor will not go baek to the reserva- 
tion but to those who own the companies; and where their labor will 
not enhance the natural environment but destroy it. For the Oglala 
Sioux the answer is not industrialization but return of the land 
that has been taken from them so that they can make it productive 
once again. It's only because they have lost .their land that they 
can be forced to work in factories. 

At .present a vast majority of v;hat was previously Indian lurid 
is owned or leased at $1.00 or less per acre per year, by non- 
Indian ranchers . This has been the direct result of actions taken 
by the BIA. since it holds the land intrust. The BIA has helped 
white ranchers to purchase the most desirable land with water, 

-and then has not interfered when these ranchers prohibit Indians 
access to this water, thereby, forcing the Sioux to sell more of 
their land. 

It has encouraged poor Indians to lease and sell their 
lands to white ranchers when they haven’t the money to use it 
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properly, rather than help them develop the land. The BIA has 
played every trick in the book to ensure that the rich get richer 
and the poor get poorer, that the whites triumph and the Indians 
are destroyed. In the last few years Indians, directly and through 
their tribal council, have protested this situation to the BIA. They 
wanted a change in the policy of land-use and a return of their 
stolen lands. They have received no action or response, except 
the program of industrialization. 
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In the last few years, more and more Sioux Indians have 
come to understand that, given the nature of federal policy, it is 
impossible to really improve their living conditions and strengthen 
their traditional culture. In 1972 Richard Wilson- won a very close 
election for council president. He had no grasp of the basic pro- 
blems confronting the Sioux and fully supported the federal policy. 
While in office he has been involved in graft and the use of 
arbitrary force. - By December of that year Pedro Relozo had 
gathered enough evidence of the wrong doings of Mr#- Wilson to 
begin an action to impeach him. He circulated a petition to get 
necessary signatures. Wilson's reaction was to use $15,000 
dollars of federal funds to, hire a 25 man "goon squad" to intimi- 
date his opposition. The federal officials were frilly aware of 
the use of these funds for this purpose but did not act to stop 
it. The level of violent conflict on the reservation was thereby 
raised. 
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The people of Pine Ridge Indian Reservation finally decided 
that they could no longer tolerate the situation and that.they them- 
selves would have to act to change it. They felt that they had 
tried every other course of action to better their lives without

success.. They, therefore, invited members of the American Indian 
Movement - some of whom are local people to help -them because 
of. their greater experience. The final decision was that since 
they had tried everything else the only thing they could now do 
was to give their lives. Hopefully, they thought, this would 
demonstrate to the federal government the seriousness of their 
intent so that the government would change its policy. If not, 
and an open fight occurred in which they were killed they felt 
that in the long run this too would lead to some change. 

. __ . ;The conflict at Wounded Knee was very different from what 
-is presented by the news media. The newspapers and television 
represent the situation as one created predominantly -by a group 
of outsiders joined by a minority of the local people.- The facts 
indi c ate, rather, that F'nopular movement .fighting for a better

.life on the reservation invited in the AIM group and asked them 
fijrhelp. 

'This popular movement is widespread on the reservation and 
has been developing for years . The majority of the people support. 
The movement has solid and sensible demands: disruption for its 
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own sake is far from their intention. They want, first and foremost, 
their corrupt council president removed. They want the U.S. Govern- 
ment to honor the treaties it signed which recognized their sovereignty, 
finally, they want the current form of elected council which admini- 
sters the federal policy to be ended. They wish to return to their 
traditional form of government and to be free from the-dictation of 
•the federal government, and to be free from the dictates of the 
federal government, especially the programs which are destroying 
-then.. They are resorting to forms or resistence because there are 
-no other pathways open to them for achieving their goals. And it 
is not they who are taking the offensive but the federal government. 
The federal government is treating the situation as if it were Vietnam. 
It has moved mobilized armored personnel carriers- into the area, 
.maneuvering them close to the Indians defense perimeters to prpv Q ke 
the Indian guards (who, by the way, are almost all Vietnam 
-veterans); Phantom jets and helicopters fly over area aggravating 
the people; flares dropped at night to detect movement-bum the 
precious grass on Indian land* 

The people at Wounded Knee sent us a message. They told 
es that there comes a time when people men and women - must stand 
end fight to create the kind of life that is worth living as human 
beings. There are certain basic human rights which when denied 
cannot be negotiated but must be taken. They need our help. 
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about Wounded Knee; and by thinking- about what they are doing 
as it relates to our own JLives^^e.mus.t.lika them, develop the 
strength to respect our lives and what is necessary to resist 
becoming slaves of the state which if occur can never.be undone; 
and to think seriously about what are the qualities of -human like 
social community that are important, and fight to create a situation 
where they can be achieved.

WOUNDED KNEE 1973 THE ARENA HAS SHIFTED TO THE COURTROOM 

The siege of Wounded Knee was a political statement against the continued 
neglect of the rights guaranteed to the Native American People by the Treaty 
of 1868. Attempts to assert basic constitutional rights in an effort to change 
the conditions of dire poverty and to establish self-government by a majority 
of the residents on the Pine Ridge Reservation have met with oppression by the 
present corrupt Tribal Council and the Bureau of Indian Affair Goon Squad 
(federally funded special police). The harassment is violent and vicious. Two 
unarmed sympathizers were shot in their sleep. One, Clarence Cross, died. 

During an unprovoked attack on a home in the hamlet of Wounded Knee by the 
goon squad a nine year old girl* Mary Ann Little Bear, was shot in the eye. 

Despite the twenty sworn statements taken from witnesses by the Legal Committee, 
there was very little official investigation and no arrests were made. All this 
is well known to the BIA and the Interior Department. They pay for these acts 
of assault and murder and acquiesce to them. 

Those who protest this lawlessness and the refusal of law enforcement authorities 
to act are subject to vindictive persecution within the legal system. A state 
grand jury, composed only of white citizens of South Dakota, has already indicted 
more than sixteen Native American people and set exhorbitant bail bonds as a 
result of a February 6th demonstration in Custer, South Dakota protesting the lack 
of punishment for a white man who 'killed an Indian. An indignant mother of eight 
• with no previous arrests had bail set at $8,000. An elderly grandmother had bail 
set at $5,000. The mother of the murder victim had bail set at $8,000 solely due 
to her public out-cry for justice. AIM leadership was hardest hit in an attempt 
to undermine the strength of the Indian -Movement . Vernon Bellecourt, who was 
not even present at that demonstration, sat in jail for 10 days on $5, 000 bail. 
Russell Means, who had been indicted the week before, was re-indicted for the 
same incident when he returned to Custer to lead a peaceful demonsfr^ion. His 
bail totalled $110,000. It is clear that for all Native Americans who speak out 
for liberation there is no justice. 

The Wounded Knee Legal Defense/Offense Committee was formed to prevent the 
legal massacre of 300 Native American people who made a stand at Wounded Kn.ee, 
We have now become involved in the related legal battles, such as those stem- 
ing from the Custer incident. This has put enormous burdens on our financial and 
human resources. Further, the legal committee itself has been subjected to 
harassment, false arrests and physical assualt by the FBI, against whom we have 
filed suit. Meanwhile, the racist climate of the present South Dakota jurisdiction 
has constantly frustrated the Native American people's attempts to gain justice 
in the courts . 



Our primary source of funding., the five and ten dollar contributions by many, 
many Americans, is barely sufficient to provide the resources necessary to 
prepare an adequate defense. Already approximately $500,000, most of which 
comes from private trusts deposited in our trust account (drawing interest and 
returned at the conclusion of the trials) has been spent on bail bonds, although 
none of the legal committee (lawyers, legal workers and investigators) receive 
any salary, the legal defense operation since March 1st has cost $115,000. 

At this moment we need $250,000 for bail for those already in jail and for persons 
who have not yet been apprehended. As the trials near, our expenses will in- 
crease radically. Unless we have adequate financial support, dozens of Native 
American people will stay in jail in Custer, Rapid City and Sioux Falls, South 
Dakota due to exhorbitant bail and 300 more Native American people will be 
denied their fair day in the United States Courts . 

It would be tragic to sacrifice the rights of the First American people and 
to curtail their struggle for survival within the court system for lack of funds 
alone. To assure that these 300 Native Americans obtain the strongest 
defense possible, in the largest trial of Indian people in the history of these 
United States, we urge that you give your support. PLEASE HELP TO PREVENT 
A LEGAL MASSACRE OF NATIVE AMERICANS. If you care about the First Americans 
and want them to survive, give generously and you will be rewarded in knowing 
that you did not help imprison these people who only cry out for justice and 
equality in their own land.

Subject to the procedure that I 
described in the answer ‘to the first question, the authority 
for the order x-jras derived from the Attorney General and 
communicated through me to the law enforcement officers, in 
my capacity as the Senior Civilian Representative of the 
Attorney General on the 'scene. Specificall y. I communicated 
this to both Mr. COLBURN and Mr. I believe I also 

had some limited discussions with Mr. GRAY, the Acting 
Director of the FBI, during that period. 

Was the order limiting access to Wounded Knee 
conveyed to the general public? The order limiting the 
access was conveyed to' the public in the course of various 
press briefings . The- first such briefing took place, I 
believe, during the morning of March. 1st. A more extensive 
briefing took place on the evening of March 1st with. 

Senators MC GOVERN and ABOUREZK present. There were several 
subsequent briefings at which the roadblocks and limited 
a.ccess were^ discussed further. Inasmuch as there was ex- 
tensive media coverage, I'm sure the substance of my briefings 
were conveyed to the public by the media. 

Next — how was the order conveyed to the general 
public? Presumably it was conveyed by the media. I guess 
I shouldn't; say presumably, we read enough about it in the 
papers and were axirare^of the substantial television coverage. 

I might also mention that the Community Relations Service was 
on the scene. They .were communicating most everything that 
was said directly to the” occupants in Wounded Knee as well.

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Are texts available as to public announcements 
relative to limiting access to Wounded Knee? I would 
expect that they are. I do not have copies here but there 
was a public information officer from the Department of 
Justice on the scene during most of this time. I presume 
the Public Information Office would have copies. 

Finally — How can these public announcements be 
authenticated and produced as exhibits at the trial of 
these defendants? I would suggest they could be authenticated 
by the people who participated in the preparation of them and 
who delivered ih. em to the media. 

How was the order limiting access to Wounded Knee 
rescinded?

The order regarding maintenance of the roadblocks 
was not rescinded during that period. 

Do you have in'your possession any physical \ 
evidence pertaining to the occupation of Wounded. Knee, 'such, 
as notes, Memoranda, reports, letters, or tape recordings? 

I guess you are asking whether I have in my 
possessidn any physical evidence as to the occupation of 
Wourded Knee such, as notes, memoranda, reports, letters or 
tape recordings? 

I have some brief notes that I made while on the 
scene during the period February 28 through March. 7« I 
have copies of some of what we called press releases. I 
have a collection of some letters that were received at the 
Department of Justice during the period that I was at 
Wounded Knee, most of which. I would put in the category of 
citizen advice as to how the Wounded Knee situation should 
be handled. There were no tape recordings that I know about. 
Any reports that I made were oral insofar as I recall. I 
may have some copies of memoranda that were prepared by 
others in the Department of Justice after I left the scene 
at Wounded Knee. I can't think of anything else. I don't 
have any of the materials here. They are with my records 
at home. When I moved back to California from Washington 
they were thrown together and they are not in very good 
condition. In fact, the movers lost som°- of my materials, 
unfortunately. 
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It is also requested that the senior Department 
of Justice representatives on the scene and all representatives 
of the Interior Department also provide information concerning 
the dates and time of all meetings with the Wounded Knee 
occupation leaders and the position taken by the Government 
and the occupation leaders.
